A loan of $10,000,000 will be negotiated by 
the board of education for the purpoge of 
giving every child in Chicago a seat ip 
a well lighted, sanitary school building if the 
action of the school sites committee yes- 
terday is concurred in by the board at its 
next meeting. At the meeting of the sites 
committee overcrowding of the school 
classes was characterized as a serious men- 
ace to the efficiency of the educational sye- 
tem. 

Supt. Cooley declared that the maximum 
number of pupils to a room should be thirty- 
five. He said it is impossible for a pupil in 
a class of fifty to receive the attention to 
which he fs entitled by law. 

At once the committee set itself to the 
task of preparing its annual report. The 
committee adopted the recommendation of 
Trustee George Duddleston calling upon the 
board to borrow $10,000,000 for the erection 
of new schools. He declared he had given the 
question of school building months of study, 
and that the state law gives the board of edu- 


cation the right to borrow money for bud 5 


ing purposes 

The expenditure of $10,000,000 on school 
construction will mean that every child of 
public school age in Chicago will have a seat 
in @ modern sanitary school building. 


Classes Will Be Reduced. 

The average cost of one schoolroom, in- 
cluding the cost of the ground, is $10,000. 
The expenditure of $10,000,000 will mean 
If the size of the 
classes is reduced to thirty-five these addi- 
tional rooms will accommodate 85,000 chil- 
dren. If the recommendation is concurred in 
by the board it is the plan to begin the work 
of erecting, the new schools at once, 
Architect Dwight H. Perkins submitted to 
the sites committee reports showing that 
more buildings were built during the last 
year than during any other school year in the 
last decade. He also gave to the committee 
reports on the number of schools now in 
course of construction. The reports of Mr. 
Perkins were incorporated in the annual re- 
port of the sites committee.

According to these figures an increase in the 
school population of 18,518 children will be 
accommodated by the buildings for which 
plans already have been drawn, and 15,000 
more children will be accommodated by the 
buildings for which appropriations have 
been recommended. The Austin High school 
was reported completed, but not yet oc- 
cupied, and fourteen buildings were reported 
as in process of construction. It also was 
reported that thirty-nine portable schools 
had been built and put into service during 
the last year.

SAYS WE'RE ALL RASCALS, 


Bernard Shaw Scolds Society for 
Its Treatment of the Poor. 


SCOFFS AT THE IDLE RICH. 


Has a Word of Sympathy for Some 
‘‘Wretches” in Chicago. 


| [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 
LONDON, June 28.— A great proportion 
of people in society are rascals; in fact, we 
all are more or less rascals.” 
This dictum is George Bernard Shaw's. It 
was uttered in the course of an to 
well to do persons in behalf of a 


Mr. Shaw eked Nw benrere i they cared 
whether the plates from which they ate had 
given some poor wretch paralysis from lead 
poisoning, adding sarcastically, “If you 
dare, you are getting on.” 

His faith in the real sympathy of his hear- 
ers evidently was weak. He proceeded to 
denounce rascality among employers of in- 
dustry. He said: 


facetiously call independent means, are 
more or bess rascals. A great Geal of the 
means you enjoy was made in a rascally way, 
even those which I see in so many beautiful 
hats and costumes before me.” 


Scoffs at the Rich. 

Mr. Shaw forcibly painted the miseries 
of the poor and scoffed at the life of the rich, 
saying they were throwing away about $40,- 
000,000 yearly in extravagances of every sort, 
much of the money, which is so badly wanted 
at home, being spent abroad. From this it 
was a natural transition to this pharisaic 
Shawisem: 

“Tam now in a pesition to live the life of 
pleasure lived by the idle rich. I possess all 
the material concomitants for it, but I would 
infinitely rather sweep a crossing. Thank 
heaven, I have strength of mind enough and 
sanity enough to despise the life which my 
riches enable me to live.“ 


Moans for Chicago “Wretches.” 

His socialistic denunciations boxed the 
compass. He dubbed politics society's 
most dangerous amusement.“ 

Coming to the Chicago exposures, he said 
it was curious to observe that not one note 
. of concern has been uttered in behalf of 
the poor wretches who tinned the meat. ft 
was all for the consumer and the beef itself. 
He declared these meat horrors may mean 
more than has been suggested. What if 
the workmen of the packing houses pur- 
posely poisoned the meat in an effort to 
wreak vengeance on property owners for 
their negiect of their brothers’ welfare? That, 


; said Mr. Shaw, was not improbable When 


a man thinks so much of the wrongs of so- 
clety that he throws a bomb regardless of 
his own lite he must be in earnest. The 
features of the man who perpetrated. the 
Madrid outrage were not those of a vicious 
man. In his ignorant way he thought he 
was doing something for his fellow men, 

“I would like to see,“ added Mr. Shaw, 
„ members of society as anxious to better 
the conditions of our proletariat.’

TEAM BRUSHES BOY FROM FOOT- 
BOARD, WHEEL CRUSHES HIM. 


Olat Hanson, 16 Years old, Fatally 
Injured in Sight of Hundreds of 
Persons at Clark and Randolph 
Streetse—Arthur. Hampe, Aged 14, 
Also Is Thrown to the Street and 
Badly Hurt by Chicago Teaming 
Company Truck. 


Olaf Hanson, a 16 year old messenger, liv- 
ing at 112 Fullerton avenue, was brushed 
from the footboard of a Clybourn avenue 
cable car late yesterday afternoon and killed. 
With him was Arthur Hampe, 14 years old, 
who also was knocked off the car and in- 
jured. 

The accident occurred at Randolph and 
Clark streets in sight of hundreds of per- 
sons. Both boys were riding on the running 
board of a crowded car when they were 
brushed off by a team of horses attached to 
a heavy truck owned by the Chicago Teaming 
company. 

Henson, who was.struck by one of the 
horses, fell in front of the animal and his jaw 
was injured and bis chest crushed by one of 
the wheels of the truck. He was taken to the 
Emergency hospital, where he died a few 
minutes after being placed on the operating 
table. 

Albert Binger,.3614 Butler street, driver of 
the wagon, told the police he was forced to 
drive close to the cable car to avoid striking 
several cabs which were standing along the 
curbing. 

Threaten Driver After Child Is Hurt. 

After his horse had knocked down and 
fatally injured Willlam Weisman, 2 years old 
in front of the child’s home at 119 Newberry 
avenue, shortly after 8 o'clock last night, 
John Meyer, a driver of a United States mail 


wagon, was surrounded by a crowd of 500 


persons, who threatened him. 

Meyer was forced to leap into his wagon 
and drive away to save himself. 

The victim of the accident died an hour 
later. He was being placed in a patrol wagon 
after being attended by Dr: F. A. Stahl, Hal- 
sted and Maxwell streets, when he died. 

When Meyer saw the child fall in front 
of his horse he endeavdred to stop the ani- 
mal, but he was unsuccessful. Then he 
started to carry the child toward a drug 
store. He was stopped by two men, who 
took the child from him. A few minutes 
later the driver was surrounded by the crowd.

ARMY OFFICER IS ACCUSED. 


Highwood Minister Brings Charges 
Against Fort Sheridan Sergeant 
4 and Corporal’s Guard.

It was after Mr. Bell had found that the 
ice dealers had formed an “ ice exchange 
and that the price committee of this organi- 
zation was responsible for each rise in price 
that he decided to act. The price commit- 
tee advanced the price from $2.50 a ton to 
$4, and recently to 88 wholesale, while the 
householders are paying §20 a ton. 

The district attorney has the minutes of the 
meeting at which the prices were raised: He 
has subpoenaed the secretary. He also gained 
the confidence of many of the independent 
dealers and with other evidence in his hands 
he hopes to break the ice combine. 

After the thirteen warrants had been issued 
today the trust inserted advertisements in 
the afternoon papers saying prices would go 
no higher.

Peavey & Co. Grain Mixers. 

One important fact has been brought out by 
the proposal of Senator La Follette for an in- 
vestiga tion of the grain situation, which itis 
suggested should be considered by the con- 
ferees on the railroad rate bill. Peavey & Co., 
for example, has not done anything more for 
the last nine years, according to the charge 
by Stickney, than unload its own grain into 
its own elevators, and, after sorting, mixing, 
and manipulating the grades shi 5 it out to 
suit its own convenience and profit. 

The Elkins amendment to the bill as origi- 
nally adopted by the senate forbade a com- 
mon carrier from transporting its own prod- 
uct. Had this amendment remained un- 
changed, Peavey & Co. and other elevator 
concerns owning and loading or unloading 
grain from their elevators would have had to | 
go out of either the transporting or the trad- 
ing business. As thodified by the senate con- 
ferees, the Elkins amendment applies only to 
railroads, 80 elevators as well as pipe lines 
are excluded. 

But while they cannot be reached under the 
modified Elkins amendment, the new railroad 
rate bill will establish a degree of regulation 
over elevators which may drive them out of 
business save as auxiliaries to railroads. 


Railroads Ought to Deliver Goods. 

One member of the interstate commerce 
commission said there was no good reason 
why a railroad which took a man's freight 
should not be responsible for its delivery at 
the destination fixed, and should not impose a 
total charge for service to include transporta- 
tion, elevation, etc. Stickney declared the 
so-called elevator charges in reality are re- 
bates. 

The rallroad rate bill specifically forbids 
any carrier to refund or remit in any man- 
ner, or by any device, any portion of rates, 
fares, and charges imposed for transportation 
of passengers or property. Penalties are de- 
creed for violation both on railroads and ship- 
pers. 

Senator La Follette is following the action 
of the interstate commerce commission with 
the closest attention.

Revolt of Ciar's Own” Belſeved 
to Have Forced the Govern- 
ment to Recede. 


ST. PHTERSBURG, June 20, 2:15 a. m.—

WARSAW, Poland, June 28.—§ince morn- 
ing telegraphic communication. with St. Pe- 
teraburg and Moscow has been interrupted. 

The people are greatly alarmed. 

A court martial today condemned to death 
six men for an armed attack on a Jewish 
merchant, 

At the Wareaw citadedl the court martial 
will begin tomorrow the trial of five ofi- 
cers, two sergeants, and thirteen civilians on 
a charge of forming a seeret Organization for 
the spread of revolutionary doctrines among 
the troops and to incite soldiers to mutiny. 

The campaign which the opposition in par- 
Hiament is waging to compel the czar to dis- 
miss the Goremykin cabinet and accept a 
responsible ministry promises soon to be 
crowned with success. But the emperor and 
the court are being frightened into surrender 
less by the violent attacks on the govern- 
ment in the lower house than the alarming 
epread of disaffection among the troops. 

The news from the provinces shows that 
a state of general anarchy is growing. In 
Altarak and Tauride provinces the peasants 
are abandoning the fields and in Tula prov- 
ince roving bands of peasants are marching 
through the country, dragging in their 
wake the domestic servants of the gentry. 
In the Baltic provinces the governor general 
again has granted land owners permission to 
organize armed patrols.

LONDON, June B. — The Ust of the king's 
birthday honors, issued tonight, is notice- 
able for the unusual number of six elevations 
to the peerage. These include the Rt. Hon. 
Leonard Henry Courtney, political econo- 
mist; the Rt. Hon. George John Shaw-Le- 
fevre, who was a member of the liberal gov- 
ernments in 1883-84 and 1892-08; the Rt. 
Hon. William James Pirrie, chairman of 
the Harland & Wolff Shipbuilding company; 
and George Armitstead, a close and devoted 
friend of the late William E. Gladstone, and 
of whom the present home secretary, Herbert 
Gladstone, practically is the adopted son.

Milwaukee; Wis., June 28.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan todey was indorsed strongly as 
the democratic candidate for president in 
1908 by the democratic state convention, 
which adjourned sine die late this afternoon. 

Mr. Bryan's name was mentioned twice 
during the day, when the resolutions were 
read as a whole and when the planks were 
adopted separately. In both instances the 
words, “Bryan! Bryan! Bryan! Three 
cheers for Bryan!“ brought forth a tumult of 
applause, which continued for several min- 
utes. 

The plank in the platform indorsing Bryan 
as the democratic candidate in 1908 reads: 


We regard with just pride and admiration the 
typical American who has been journeying in 
foreign lands the last year, and, although only a 
private citizen with none of the allurements of 
place or power about him, has been aceorded dis- 
tinguished consideration and attention wherever 
he has gone, solely because his course in public 
and private life alike has shown him to be a 
patriotic citizen, a wise and far seeing statesman, 
and a thoroughly honest and upright man, in 
whom the people can safely repose their utmost 
confidence. We therefore declare that we are 
heartily in favor of that typical American, William 
Jennings Bryan, ase the democratic candidate for 
president in 1008, and we pledge our united eforts 
to secure his nomination. 


No State Ticket Nominated. 

No state ticket was nominated, that work 
being left to the primeries, which are to 
be held later in the summer. 

The only work of the convention, there- 
fore, was the indorsement of Bryan and the 
adoption. of @ platform. 

The leading feature of the platform is the 
demand for municipal ownership. National 
CommitteemanTimothy E. Ryan fought hard 
agsinst the proposal to inject so radical a 
demand into the platform, but the plank 
wae adopted with but few dissenting votes. 

The planks demanding municipal owner- 
ship are as follows: 

„ We favor such legislation es will enable 
municipalities to own, construct, and acquire 
by purchase such public service utilities as 
they may deem proper, and to enable them 
to do so we favor amending section 8 of arti- 
cle 11 of the constitution of our state so that 
indebtedness incurred in aéquiring such pub- 
lic utilities shall be excluded from the limita- 
tions of said section, thus permitting munic- 
{pal corporations*to acquire. pubile utili- 
ties and to restrict the constitutional limita- 
tions of indebtedmess to debts incurred for 
nonproductive property. 

Features of the Platform. 

The platfofm, outside of the features men- 
toned, makes many demande and favors 
many things, among othere the following: 

“We demand a strict enforcement of en- 
isting. civil and criminal statutes against all 
trusts, combinations, and monopolies. 

“ We favor a revision of the present tariff, 
and hold that the tariff duty should be levied 
for the purposes of revenue. 

“We favor placing on the free Mst any 
commodities now supplied by truste or mo- 
nopolies. 

“ We believe in the principles of the in- 
come tax. 

Before the convention adjourned a motion 
was put and carried that the democratic 
state chairman be empowered to appoint a 
committee of three to examine the books of

‘tance of the roads involved call atten- 
tion to the wonderful development of the 
trolley lines during recent years and sug- 
gest the effect which this development 
is having upon the stenm railroads and 
mpon thé interests of the pecple of the 
region mentioned. If the same attention 


were to be given to similar movements in 


other states it would be shown that a new 
factor has entered American rural life, 
greatly helping the agricultural popula- 
tion, reviving dead towns, opening new 
lines of communication and new markets 
for produce, and incidentally removing 
much of the isolation which long attended 
life upon the farm. 

The equipment of many of these roads 
is high grade in character. The cars are 
commodions and comfortable, some cf 
them being fitted for sleeping car serv- 
ice, some of them run on limited sched- 
ules at a great speed, and all of them so 
far ahead of the former mediums of com- 
munication between towns and cities as 
to. revolutionize previous conditions of 
life. In many instances they carry mail, | 
baggage, and express, and, taken in con- 
ne¢etion with the widespread use of the 
telephone, they give to the merchant in a 
small town or to the individual citizen 
advantages heretofore obtainable only by 
residents of larger places. The fact of 
consolidation into ont great company is 
evidence of the financial possibilities 
which capitalists see in them. An inter- 
urban station, such as the one at Colum- 
bus or Indianapolis, is a scene of won- 
derful activity, the movement of popula- 
tion being surprising to any one who has 
not kept in close touch with the progress 
of this method of intercommunication. 

Only a few links remain to be made 
until the citizen of Chicago may take a 
pleasant trip, free from the smoke, cin- 
ders, and heat of the ordihary steam rail- 
way train, which will carry him through 
Indianapolis to Cincinnati, Columbus, or 
Cleveland, and thenceto almost every prom- 
inent place of interest in the trams-Alle- 
ghery region. The time required is longer, 
of course, and some of the advantages of 
the limited train are lacking, but a new 
method of communication has been de- 
yeloped which is bound to have great 
influence upon the future of the American 
people. It is not surprising that capita)- 
ists are turning attention to this compara- 
tively new field for investment and profit. 


REGULATION OF NATURALIZATION. 

Questions concerning naturalization 
have been of more importance to the 
United States than to any other country 
in the world owing to the fact that the 
Whole trend of our bistory has been in 
the direction of an invitation to the dis- 
contented and oppressed for more than a 
century. The discussion began long be- 
fore Washington entered upon his presi- 
deney, the declaration of independence, 
indeed, furnishing the starting point. In 
a volume just published by Prof. Frank 
G. Franklin of the University of the Pa- 
cific, under the title, “The Legislative 
History of Naturalization in the United 
States,” the progress of the discussion is 
followed in the various governmental 
acts, and at the same time it is made ap- 
parent that right at the start there was 
difficulty connected with the lack of uni- 
formity in the naturalization laws ot the 
several states, a difficulty whieh is per- 
haps most responsible for the measure 
which has now passed congress and is to 
go into operation ninety days after its 
approval by the president. 

Mr. Franklin’s account indicates that 
there is nothing specially new in natural- 
ization questions as now discussed, since 
the matter has been debated and redebated 
again and again ever since the first law on 
the subject in 1790, unless it be connected 
with the t ‘tides of immigration.

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For the first ‘time im the ‘history of 
land of the Nile its rulership is vested N 
the hands of a Copt; that is to say, of a 
member of that aboriginal race which in- 
habited Egypt long prior to the Moslem con- 
quest, before even the Byzantine, the Roman, 
and the Greek domination; before even the 
Pharaohs, the pyramids and the sphinx. 
For the khéedive has left for Europe and 
his prime minister, Mustapha Pasha Fehmi, 
has likewise been obliged by reasom of his 
failing health to proceed to Carlsbad. The 
regency of Egypt has in consequence thereof 
been vested in the hands of fat little Boutros 
Pasha, the minister of foreign affairs, and 
the only Copt in the cabinet. That is to say, 
it le a ber of the most universally 
despised unity in Egypt who is reign- 
ing in the name of the khedive. 

Boutros Pasha is a Christian. But the 
Copts, of which he is a member, represent 
in a religious sense the lowest and 
most degraded form of Christianity—Chris- 
tianity of the same type which prevails in 
Abyssinia, and which is so distinctively 
oriental in its character that it is difficult 
at times to define the dividing line that dis- 
tinguishes it from the faith of the prophet. 
The Coptic church itself may be said to have 
been founded by a Syrian monk, known as 
Jacob el Barodi, in the sixth century. It 
is monophysitic; that is to say, it holde that 
there lo but one nature in Christ 

Monophyeitism was condemned as a heresy 
by the council of Chaleedom and from that 
time forth attempts were made by the Byzan- 
tine empire, to which Egypt was then sub- 
ject, to suppress it. This had the effect of 
exasperating the Egyptian Christians to 
such an extent that they actually hailed the 
Moslem conquerors of the land of the Nile 
as their liberators, and aided them in @riv- 
ing out the Byzantine authorities. In rec- 
ognition of these services they were treated 
with a toleration by the Arab invaders that 
has been without parallel in any country re- 
duced to Moslem rule. 

Indeed, there is no doubt that this pecullar 
alliance between the crescent and the cross 
1.200 years ago has exercised a certain de- 
gree of influence upon th relations between 
the Copts and their Mohammedan fellow 
citizens of Egypt.

It is to this, too, as well as to the peculiar 
moral and climatic conditions of the orient 
that must de ascribed the numerous customs 
and practices which the Copts have in com- 
mon with the followers of the prophet. Thus 
total abstinence from pork, the rite of cir- 


‘cumcision. the velling by fhe women of their 


faces, 
male visitors are present, are just as strictly 


both im public and at home, when 


énforced among the Copts as among the 
Moslems, while their funeral customs and 
many features of their marriage ceremonies 
are identical with those of Islam. Their 
dress, too, is similar. 

At Cairo, Alexandria, and in all the more 
important towns the Copts wear the fez 


‘and the stambouline, ‘while in the more re- 


mote districts they make tse of the turban, 
which is, however, usually of a gray or light 
brown color, instead of white. Indeed, it 
has a dingy appearance not altogether out 
of keeping with the unenviable reputation 
which the Copts as a race enjoy as foes of 
everything that has any bearing upon sani- 
tation and cleanliness. 

Ethnographically speaking, the Copts are 
the aborigines of Egypt, evidence thereof 
being furnished, among other things, by 
their pecullar facial characteristics, which 
are identical with those found in the sculp- 
tured relics of the times of the Pharaohs. 
Their very name indicates the antiquity of 
their descent. For at the commencement of 
the Christian era Greek was the language 
spoken in the country. which was known by 
the Hellenic name of ‘ Aigupto’s,”’ and to 
thie day Ghubt,“ that is to say, a corrup- 
tion of the Greek rendering of the word 
Egypt,“ is used in Arabic to designate 
those among the natives who have kept aloof 
throughout these many centuries from their 
Moslem conquerors, and who have preserved 
their religion and their nationality. 

The Coptic tongue is belleved to be the 
aboriginal Egyptian language. Written with 
Greek, letters, it is merely used in divine 
service, and while it is incomprehensible to 
the Coptic laymen, who content themselves 
with Arabic, it is doubtful whether one in a 
hundred of the drunken, ignorant, dissolute 
Coptic clergy understands what they are 
called upon to read or recite in their liturgy.

The Copte nowhere form a compact popu- 
lation, but are scattered all over the coun- 
try, mostly in small communities, and are 
usually found occupying the position of 
clerk, trader, banker, and money lender. 
Indeed, they have a sort of hereditary taste 
for calculation and are famed as a race for 
their cleverness in everything where figures 
are concerned. This has always been to 
such an extent recognizd in Egypt that now 
adays as in olden times the Mohammedan 
governors and provincial authorities have 
nearly always had a Copt in their employ as 
clerk, as cashier, and as collector. With 
all that they are not trusted, and have from 
time immemorial enjoyed the reputation of 
being faithless and deceitful as well as ex- 
tremely sullen people, always despised and 
treated with contempt by their fellow citi- 
zens and even by those who made the most 
use of their services. 

In fact, Boutros Pasha, who is now the 
acknowledged leader of the Coptic commu- 
nity, is the first of his race to attain the rank 
of pasha or to be invested with the tempo- 
rary sovereignty of the land of the Nile, like 
Joseph in the land of the Pharaohs. 


Glass That Keeps Out Heat. 
{From the St. Louis Post Dispatch. 

An Austrian inventor, Richard Szigmondy, 
is reported to have made a new kindof win- 
dow glass whose chief peculiarity is that it 
prevents the passage of nine-tenths of the 
heat of the sun’s rays. 

It is well known that ordinary window 
glass allows nearly all of the heat derived 
from the sun to pass through, but, on the 
other hand, intercepts all heat coming from 
nonluminous sources, such as a stove or the 
heated ground. This is the reason why 
heat accumulates under the glass roof of a 
hothouse. 

If covered with Szigmondy's glass a hot- 
house would, it is claimed, become à cold 
house, since the heat could not get into it. 
One advantage set. forth in favor of the 
new glass is that a house whose windows 
were furnished with it would remain delight- 
fully cool in summer. But in winter, per- 
haps, the situation would not be so agreeable.

Faith in Red Cross Shaken. | 


“ Confident that the Red Cross would oo 
plete its work in the spirit it 
taken it, nothing further was done until it 
was suddenly announced early in June that 

relief flour sent to San Francisco, includ- 
ing that from Minneapolis, had been sold by 
authority of the joint committee of the San 
Francisco relief and the Red Cross for $2.25 
a. barrel to a pool of flour dealers and millers. 

“Acting in behalf of our committee, I imme- 
diately protested againet this sale by writing 
Dr. Devine, agent Red Cross, San Francisco, 
and Mr. Magee, its secretary, at Washing- 
ton. This and other protests from various 
sources, including the press of San Francisco, 
raised such an outcry that the sale was can- 
celed, much to the disappointment of the 
speculators, who would have made at least 
$150.000 by the transaction. 

“June 8 I was advised by Dr. Devine that, 
on his recommendation, Gen. 8 in 
command ot the army at San Francisco, had 
deen requested to sell the ‘surplus’ quantity 
of flour through regular army channels on 
competitive bids. To this act I also 83 
wiring Dr. Devine, San Francisco, and Mr. 
Phelan, chairman finance committee, San 
Francisco. 


Greely in Wot Retort to Protest, 


“ Meantime the accumulated flour had been 
advertised for sale by Gen. Greely, bids to 
be opened on June 18. I received the report 
of the action of the executive committee on 
that day and at once wired protests. Gen. 
Greely replied that the surphis of flour had 
been sold and added: 

“after forty-five years’ public service, I 
consider myself competent to decide on pub- 
lic duties connected with army work without 
your advice.’ 

“Mr. Phelan, San Francisco, sent a long 
and courteous telegram explaining and de- 
fending the action of his committee in set- 
ing the flour. It considered it an absolute 
gift and had at first determined to sell it for 
export,

Red Cross False to Trust, 


“TI have held from the beginning that the 
flour given by Minneapolis was a free gift to 
the people of San Francisco; that it was 
shipped on distinct orders from the Red 
Cross; that those who had the handlifig of it 
did not own it, could not properly sell it, and 
must literally distribute it to the people for 
whom it was intended or prove false to their 
trust. 

“TI cannot see the situation otherwise than 
simply this: Minneapolis gave 50,000 sacks 
of flour to the people of San Francisco. The 
Red Cross undertook to receive and dis- 
tribute it. Instea@ of so doing, Dr. Devine, 
its agent, turned the flour over to Gen. 
Greely, who, refusing to deliver it to the 
owners, sold the property to the highest bid- 
der at a sacrifice of value. 

Having protested vainly against the sale 
of the flour, I place the responsibility for this 
gross and palpable misuse of relief supplies 
where it justly belongs, with the Red Cross, 
of which Mr. Taft is president; Mr. Magee, 
secretary; and Dr. Devine, agent, and which 
was recommended and indorsed by President 
Roosevelt.“ 


SJIGGING ANTHRACITE. 
{From Mines and Minerals.] 
The separating of mineral substances by 
what is known as jigging is old—in fact, it 


system used in ancient times for separating 
and washing gold and other precivus met- 
als. Some time during the years between 
1850 and 1860 Mr. Hezekiah Bradford was 
the first to separate slate from coal by a 
jigging process. The first jig was placed 
at what was then known as Conor's colliery, 
near Girardville, Schuylkill county, Pa., and 
was a large and complicated machine. This 
machine ¢onsisted of a large wooden tank 
filled with water, with a large piunger at 
the. rear end to agitate the water through 
the material. About half way between the 
top and bottom of this tank was placed a 
perforated plate. This bottom had large 
openings, or perforations, larger than the 
size of the coal to be jigged. In agitating 
this water through the material coming into 
the jig it formed a layer of slate and rock 
on the top of this perforated piate.. The 
only way to regulate this was to have a 
man, and sometimes two men, to shovel ih 
late and rock! whenever the ccal would 
come with only a little slate in it. They 
would then be obliged to throw this rock 
in in order to keep the slate from dropping 
through these perforations and thereby ad- 
mitting the coal to go with the slate. The 
process that Mr. Bradford had to take the 
coal out of this tank was a large rake, 
worked with machinery so that it would 
rake the coal from the surface of the bed 
out into a chute going to the pockets. his 
machine did not give satisfaction, yet it 
proved to be a valuable discovery in the 
way of showing that materials with differ. 
ent specific gravities could be easily sepa- 
rated; also showing that it was necessary 
to have a layer of heavy material on the per- 
forated bottom, and that it was necessary 
to have the same thickness of slate or rock 
throughout the entire machine or jig. Also 
that some other method of discharging the 
material of the jig was necessary. The sec- 
ond jig that Mr. Bradford built was on a 
different principle from the first. This was 
what is now known as a panning Ng. An 
jigs are built after the Lattern of what is 
known as panning jigs, which agitate the 
material through the water in a receptacle 
or after the pattern of what is known as 
plunger jigs, which agitate. the water 
through the material in a fixed receptacle. 
Mr. Bradford’s setond jig was of the pan- 
ning type. This consisted of a wooden tank 
with a square cast iron pan and perforated 
bottom, in which he only had fine perfora- 
tions, and was connected to the line shaft 
by arms ding from the pan w the line 
shaft, This receptacle, or pan, had a thrust 
of about one ind one-half inches and was 
driven at a speed of about 120 revolutions. He

RAILWAY BUILDING IN-1906 | 
WILL BREAK ALL RECORDS, 


Texas Takes the First Place for New’ 
Track Construction Despite Strin- 
gent Laws Which Regulate 
Transportation Companies. 


Railroad building during 1906 in the United 
States will surpass all records for the last 
fifteen years, with the possible exception 
of 1902, according to the figures which will 
appear in tomorrow's issue of the Railway 
Age, showing the work that has been com- 
pleted during the first six months and the 
estimates of that which will be done dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. 

These figures show that the amount of 
track laid in the first six months of this 
year was 2,298 miles, as against 2,314 n 
1902. The indications are that the total 
new mileage for the year will exceed that of 
1002 which was 5,684 and in 1908 when 5,786 
were built.

CHARTER COMMITTEE OUT FOR 
SCHOOL BOARD OF 15 MEMBERS 


Votes to Limit Number of Trustees, but 


Favors Appointment by the Mayoras 
at Present. 


By deciding a number of educational ques- 


tions which had been under consideration for 


a month, the charter convention committee 
on schools completed its preliminary work 
yesterday afternoon and adjourned for the 
summer. The decisions reached were as 
follows: 

That the members of the board of education 
shoulé be appointed by the mayor rather than 
elected by the people.

That the superintendent of schools should be 
recognized as a charter office, but that his status 
and powers should not be defined specifically.

September and December, 
The market was a dragging affair, with pro- 
fessionals doing most of the trading.

The failure of the rust scare to assume 
greater proportions caused quite a general 
unloading of wheat by operators who had 
taken the day before on the strength of 


the unfavorable reports from South Dakota. 


The weather was hot and showery, such, 
argued the bulle, as should lend color to the 
rust stories. Local purchases of new wheat 
in southern Illinois and Missouri were im- 
portant in the aggregate, and messages in- 
dicated wilihgnes on the part of growers to 
sell at the prices offered. Most of the pur- 
chases were for shipment in July. 


Experts See Big Yield. 

Experts Jones and Inglis estimated. the 
winter wheat yield at 420,000,000 bu, not much 
out of line from the government’s figures, 
which were issued earlier in the month. 
These experts estimated the last crop at 360,- 
000,000 bu, the government finally making it 
428,000,000 bu. Liverpool was a shade higher 
early, but eased off toward the close. A 
cable to a Montreal mill was to the effect that 
the European wheat crop would be from 
200,000,000 to 250,000,000 bu less than that of 
last year, with the shortage especially pro- 
nounced in Bulgaria and Roumania, and the 
Russian outlook less favorable than a year 
ago. Argentine shipments for the week were 
estimated at 800,000 bu, compared to actual 
exports of 1,640,000 bu last week, and 2,896,- 
000 bu the corresponding period last year. 
Receipts of wheat at Duluth and Minneapolis 
were 188 cars, compared to 182 a week before, 
and 168 last year, total primary arrivals being 
266,000 bu, against 289,000 bu in 1905. Official 
} figures on the Manitoba area showed about 
500,000 acres more than last year, the yield 
being estimated at 62,000,000 bu, 20 bu to the 
acre being the basis. 


Corn Market Is Weaker. 

Further rains in Illinois and generally fa- 
vorable crop conditions throughout the belt 
were largely responsible for weakness in the 
corn market. The final prices showed de- 
clines of %c for July, %c for September, 
960 for December, and %o for May. There 
was some recovery from the session’s low- 
est prices. Business at the sample tables wae 
restricted by the bellef that better con- 
cessions soon would be forthcoming. Some of 
the pressure came from cash interests, al- 
though there was but little to indicate more 
willingness on the part of farmers to accept 
the bids sent out from here. Local receipts 
were 471 cars, of which 287 graded con- 
tract. The decrease in the movement wae 
not such as to encourage the bulls. The 
early Liverpool quotations showed a slight 
advance, but later ones were practically un- 
changed from the previous finish. Broomhall 
fixed the week’e Argentine shipments at 
8,200,000 bu, compared to 8,029,000 bu the sim- 
ilar period last year. Receipte at the primary 
points totaled 698,000 bu, against 687,000 bu 
last year. Clearances from the seaboard 
were inaignificant. 


Oats Strongest of Grains. 


Oates were relatively the strongest grain 
on the list, the close being practically un- 
changed for July, September, and December 
and % higher for May. There was good sup-~ 
port on the belief that the higher temper- 
atures would work for early maturity of the 
crop, with a consequent lightening of the 
weight. The market was held in check by 
the selling of long stuff taken on the day 
before. Some of the northwestern shorts 
oovered, giving strength to the grain. 


Provisions Weak at Start. 


Hog products were under pressure early 
from selling attributed to a house with for- 
eign patronage, Some of the pit observers, 
however, figured it out that the selling was 
for the account of local packers. A good 
general demand developed on the soft spots, 
prices strengthening ae a result. Lard was 
the easiest product on the list. Final prices 
were 5c higher to 20c lower for pork, 20 
lower for lard, and unchanged for ribs. The 
receipts of hogs at the leading western points 
were 76,000, compared to 106,500 last week 
and 96,200 last year. Shipments of meats 
and lard hence were heavy. 


Rye Is Inactive.
